An unusnally large Monday crowd was present 
yesterday at Hawthorne and witnessed an excellent 
day’s sport. The track was slow, lifeless and some- 
what cuppy and slightly favored horses that run 
best in the mud. The feature event of the day was 
the Endurance Handicap, a sweepstakes for two- 
year-olds at seven furlongs, with $1,000 added. The 
race resulted in a cracking good finish between 
Philo and Topsoil, the former winning by a nose on 
theTpost in a desperate drive. Foxy Kane finished 
third, seven lengths back. Philo, closely attended 
by Vinctides and Foxy Kane, showed the way to 
the head of the stretch, where he gradually forged 
to the front and in the last eighth appeared an 
easy winner, but in the last one hundred yards 
Topsoil gradually closed up on him and would have 
won in another stride. The latter appears to have 
fully recovered from his runaway of three miles 
lastpFriuay. Foxy Kane showed much speed, but 
tired.fast when the pinch came. The distance was 
too far for him. Prince of Endurance showed im- 
provementland bears watching from now on. The 
Bt aka w.as; worth $1,470 to the winner. 

Another stirring finish took place in the fifth 
race, a dash of one mile for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, Rose Tree beating McChesney a neck in a 
vigorons'.drive with Favonius a good third. Rose 
Tree got a length’s advantage at the start which 
Winkfield used to good advantage throughout the 
race. Nitrate led by a fair margin up to the last 
quarter where Rose Tree, under a strenuous drive, 
assumed command. Along about the last sixteenth 
post McChesney began to move up fast and wa: 
gradually wearing down the winner in the closing 
strides. He was slow about getting into his stride 
and was messed about badly on the turn for home. 
Favonius closed ut> ground fast in the last eighth 
and finished resolutely. Nitrate tired perceptibly 
when the last eighth struggle came up. 

The last race, a dash of one and three-sixteenth 
miles, also resulted in an exciting and close finish, 
Lucien Appleby beating Scintillant II. by a head, 
with Ed Adack third four lengths back. Lucien 
Appleby was under a hard drive all through the 
last eighth, but in the closing strides began to 
swerve toward the inside rail, just lasting long 
enough to win. Scintillant II. began to make his 
run in the last eighth and, under a vigorous ride 
by Winkfield, was gradually closing down on the 
winner. Ed Edack ran a cracking good race, 
Mathews rating him along in front with rare 
judgment. The distance was farther than he cares 
about going. Rolling Boer was well spent when 
turning for home and, although under pressure all 
through the last quarter, could not gain percepti- 
bly on those in front of him. 

The first race of the day, a six furlongs dash for 
all ages, proved to be an easy thing for Waswift, 
which is in rare form just at present. He led all 
the way, winning in a canter by one length from 
Jack Demund, which beat Vestry three and a half 
for second place. Jack Demund ran consistently 
and was much the best of the others. Orla showed 
early speed, but retired well beaten when a furlong 
out. 

Judge Himes’ victory in the second race, a five 
furlongs scramble for two-year-olds„was a surprise 
to the talent, which placed its faith in Mallory. 
Judge Himes, well ridden by Mathews, laid along 
in third position to the last eighth post, where he 
gradually moved to the front, winning easily by 
two and a half lengths from Mallory, which boat 
Blue Miracle one for second place. 

The steeplechase was taken by Crest in an exor- 
cise canter by twelve lengths from Falolla, which 
boat Captain Conover a half for second place. 
Torreon shied at the fifth jump while running in a 
contending position. Harv B. fell heavily over the 
eighth jump. Dr. Nowlin ran an unaccountably 
bad race and was beaten off. 

The track was drying oht fast and in case no rain 



falls today will be in fair condition although some- 
what slow.

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“Some of the horsemen profess to believe that the

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EASTERN TURF TOPICS. 



“The success of Johu A, Drake’s stable since the 
Chicago turfman began operations on the metro 
politan tracks has been so consistent that the pub 
lie has learned to follow the ‘turquoise blue’ when* 
over a horse carries the familiar colors to the post_ 

It is a fact that the Drake stable provides more 
winning favorites than any other of the big con- 
cerns, and for that reason race goers take their 
bats off to both Drake and hia trainer, Enoch 
Wishard. Drake has cleaned up about half a 
million dollars in bets since he opened with 
his bank roll at Saratoga. His biggest 
haul out of the ring was on Savable’s 
victory in the Futurity, but since that time 
he has cashed some big wagers on Runnels, 
South Trimble, Conundrum, Vincennes and Articu- 
late, though the last named horse runs in another 
owner’s name. So fit are all the Drake horses when 
sent to the post that the owner does not hesitate to 
plank down commissions ranging from $5,000 to 
$20,000 on each, which is such ^ convincing display 
of confidence that the rank and file of the betting 
public follow the Drake money with implicit faith. 
In short the Drake stable can be deiiended upon^ I 
so the sharps say, to run always to win, so that the 
public, if beaten, can feel reasonably sure that 
Drake, too, has dropped a good wad in the ring by 
reason of unexpected defeat or a reversal of racing 
lock. In spite of his big winnings and the remark- 
able success of his stable, Drake has not changed 
his ideas and methods as to the way to conduct his 
stable and himself. He is one of the most demo- 
cratic men at the racetrack. He thinks nothing of 
going into the ring to make his own bets and often 
watches the race from a place in the crowded lawn, 
where he is compelled to stand on tiptoe like any- 
body else. He is a sportsman in every sense of the 
word, a good loser and a turfman who realises that 
the game is not always a bed of roses. If all own- 
ers enjoyed as much public confidence as Drake 
there would never be an opportunity offered to di- 
rect shafts of criticism at the methods of handling 
horses with a view to influencing odds in the bet- 
ting ring,” says the New York Sun of Monday. 

‘‘Almost any turfman who has been watching the 
game at Shoepshead Bay and Gravesend will say. 
when asked for an opinion, that many glarmg 
instances of in-and-out running, together with in- 
competent riders, have been allowed to pass with' 
out any evidences of investigation on the part of 
the stewards. Indeed, the stewards at these meet- 
ings have come in for some sharp criticism which 
has not been altogether j nstly deserved. They have 
been on the alert and were never more watchful 
than they are at present, but it appears to be a 
most difficult matter to fasten guilt of a conclusive 
nature upon any particular offender. Still, it is be- 
lieved, that in the course of time, the stewards will 
be able to place a finger upon somebody and they 
will then proceed to make such an example 
of him as will serve as an effective check 
to others inclined to offend in a similar 
manner. After Blues’ race on Saturday the stew- 
ards held a long confab, and it was cur- 
rently reported that they were discussing the colt’s 
past performances coupled with certain operations 
in the ring, but whether this report was based upon 
fact or not remains to be seen. Suffice it to say 
that it is just such performances as that of Blues in 
the Second Special that shake the public’s confi- 
dence in form charts and other means of getting a 
correct line on the exact condition of racehorses, 
and that with the weakening of that same confi- 
dence comes an inevitable slump in public interest. 
The prosperity enjoyed by racing has been almost 
wholly duo to the absence of scandal and anything 
that might tend to show there was an undercurrent 
of dishonesty in the running of horses. To keep 
this prosperity, therefore, up to the present phen- 
omenally high standard it would seem to bo neces- 
sary to take certain evils by the throat, choking the 
life out of them without ceremony. 

‘‘The stewards adopted drastic measures when 
they set Burns and Bnllman down indefinitely for 
constant misbehavior at the post. The fact that 
there is no appeal from this ruling places the two 
jockeys in a most embarrassing position. They 
have lost a chance to clean up about $25,000 a year, 
if not more, simply baceuss they steadfastly re- 
fused to obey the orders of the starter and the 
starting judge. Probably they did not believe that 
the stewards of the Jockey Club would dare to 
make such a radical move, but now Burns and Bull- 
man are about the sorriest boys it would be possi- 
ble to find anywhere on the face of the earth. They 
are both penitent and want^to get back in the sad- 
dle, but it is safe to say that they will be kept 
on the ground, for the rest of the year at least. 
If, therefore, the stewards resorted to such 
extreme measures in order to preserve de- 
corum among the jockeys at the post, is it 
not reasonable to expect them to deal out 
punishment with a lavish hand whenever they suc- 
ceed in fiinding out that a boy has not ridden an 
honest race"! But it takes time and much detailed 
work to fix the crime. Boys who may bo tempted, 
however, ar6 not half so much to blame as the slick 
gamblers who manipulate the wires for their own 
financial welfare. There are gamblers at the race 
track every day who are constantly seen in the 



company of jockeys, but what harm is there in 
that? Not much, except that it does not look well 
to those who are just a bit sceptical. And just now 
the gambling end of the turf is attracting wide- 
spread attention because of the extensive opera- 
tions of John A. Drake, L. V. Bell, ‘Pittsburg Phil,’ 
Dave Johnson, Senator McCarren and others, all of 
whom bet heavily and display remarkable good 
judgment in their selections. There’s always a 
limit to these things, however. The game is pretty 
swift just now, but there is bound to be a let-down 
at no distant day. 

‘‘L. V. Boll, encouraged by recent successes, nota- 
bly the killings effected with Captivator, Hermis 
and G. Whittier, has decided to strengthen his 
stable whenever the chance offers itself. Jack 
Joyner on Saturday bought Francesco for Mr. Bell 
and the latter got a high-class three-year-old in the 
son of St. Maxim— Frances S. Francesco’s best 
race of the year was his victory in the Saratoga 
Handicap. Mr. Bell, it is understood, will be a 
large purchaser at the sales to be held later on this 
fall. He may be a ttdder when Gold Heels and 
Major Daingerfield are put up at auction a week 
from next Saturday.”

EASTERN TBKEE-TEAR-OLDS. 

An eastern turf writer, after a comparative sur- 
vey, concludes the three-year-old crop of this year 
excels that of last year in quality and promise, at 
least so far as those racing over the New York 
tracks are concerned, and says: 

“The remarkable feature of the current autumnal 
racing season has been the rapid development of 
high class among eastern three-year-olds. After 
the breaking down last spring of Compute, and 
after it became evident that Goldsmith, Yankee, 
Endurance by Bight, Goldseeker, Blue Girl and 
Chilton would not stand hard training, the outlook 
of the three-year-old division was gloomy, indeed. 
The shrewdest observers of class and form 
could not see from what quarter we were 
going’ to get any high class colts and fillies 
past two-year-old, the supporters of the game, 
utterly disheartened, fell to condemning the Ameri- 
can system of racing which countenances the hard 
campaigning of baby horses. The prospect became 
still darker when Heno failed to develop the high 
class form his two-year-old races warranted Clar- 
ence H. Mackay in supposing be possessed, and 
Dixieline' bowed a tendon and Masterman, the Bel- 
mont Stakes winner, split a hoof in his preparation 
for the Lawrence Realization Stakes. 

“Little was expected of Hyphen, Major Dainger. 
field and Hermis, the good looking chestnut colt 
Henry M. Ziegler of Cincinnati brought east in 
May. If any one had predicted that Colonel Bill 
would develop into anything better than a selling 
plater he would have been laughed to scorn. The 
'Wagner colt bad been disastrously beaten at Mor- 
ris Park and Gravesend by very cheap horses and 
the word was passed around that for once, at least, 
the astute John E. Madden had made a mistake. 

“Francesco was regarded as an Aqueduct over, 
night handicap horse at best, not likely to win a 
race after he got to Sheepshead Bay, and Hyphen 
was looked upon as merely another Himyar sprinter 
which had not the remotest chance, even in the 
hands of the clever and careful Peter Wimmer, of 
ever staying farther than a mile in good company. 

“The midsummer meetings failed to brighten the 
prospect, but during the Saratoga meeting a 
change set in, and today we have as .'fine a lot of 
three-year-olds in training, and in temporary re- 
tirement, as has been seen in a decade. None of 
them is a better borse, perhaps, than Gold Heels or 
Water Color or Blues was last fall, but they make a 
better general showing than last season’s bunch 
did because there are more of them. 

“Hermis has steadily improved until he has 
beaten the stoutest and swiftest of the older handi- 
cap division at weight for age; Francesco has won 
the best'handicap for all ages of the year ; Colonel 
Bill has met and defeated the handicap horses in 
the Ocean and Omnium Handicaps and has tow- 
Foped the shifty Herbert in an overnight race at 
one mile and a quarter. Major Daingerfield has 
conceded weight to a field of stout stayers and 
beaten them at two miles and a quarter, and 
Hyphen has beaten Major Daingerfield. Besides 
these colts Green Morris’ pair. Sombrero and 
Cnnard, which in the spring were hardly consid- 
ered to ,be good selling-platers, have shown high 
class, and The Rival, Runnels and Andy Williams 
have demonstrated that they can, with a reason- 



able amount of weight up, hold their own with 
their speedier and more prominent rivals. 

“We not only have a more numerous bunch of 
three-year-olds this fall than we had last, but our 
horses are sounder. Not one of the colts mentioned 
has a leg complaint likely to put him out of busi- 
ness next year. Major Daingerfield and Hyphen 
are on the shelf temporarily because of accidents 
in races and in training. Hyphen struck himself 
in one of his preparatory gallops for the Annual 
Champion race and his leg filled. Major Dainger- 
field was cut just below the knee in that greakraco. 
His leg has not filled. Hyphen was thrown out of 
training for the year because Mr. Wimmer is a care- 
ful trainer who does not care to jeopardize pros- 
pects of a good horse by training him when he is 
not altogether sound. His retiring Hyphen for the 
year was a fortunate thing because it makes sure 
the Himyar colt’s return to the races next year.” 

WILLING TO MATCH DICK WELLES. 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune of Tuesday 
says: 

“Rome Respess dropped into town yesterday to 
look over matters at his Woodlawn farm before 
going to New York. Respess has been racing his 
stable at Buffalo and will, as soon as he gets back 
to Buffalo, ship his string to Morris Park. Respess 
did not start his crack two-year-old, Dick Welles, 
at Buffalo, but the colt is entered in all the stakes 
at Westchester, and will be started unless he is 
weighted out of the contests, Respess believes 
that Dick Welles is the best two-year-old in the 
country, and he is willing to back his opinion with 
his dollars. It isn’t often that Respess makes any 
claims, for he is a most conservative horseman, but 
when Dick Welies came up for discussion yester- 
day he remarked : 

“ ‘I will back Dick Welles against any two-year- 
old in the land for $10,000 a side, and let the other 
fellows set the peg from an inch to a mile. This 
goes for equal weights, to be sure. Savable, the 
winner of the Futurity, is not in the same class 
with Welles, and I would like uothing better than 
to get a match with him. Green Morris has Slave 
and Artvis. He made a talk at Buffalo that Slava 
did not run his race in that stake event which my 
colt Colonnade won. He made the assertion that 
he had the best two-year-old at the track, and I of- 
fered to bet him that Dick Welles could outrun his 
colt. 1 offered to take them both to the three- 
quarter pole and bet that Slave would never get 
his nose in front of Dick Welles from start to finish 
at the rate of $50 for every panel in the fence they 
passed. My offer was not accepted. 

“ ‘I don’t think there are any great three-year . 
olds in the east. When Mr. Ziegler sold Hermis he 
got his price for him. Either McChesney or Belle ’a 
Commoner could beat anything in the east wh en 
fit. Belle’s Commoner, by the way, is recoveri ng 
from being cut down in the American Derby but 1 
am not sure whether I will start him again this 
season or not. He is in training, however,’ 

“ Trainer Bob McMillan has taken several of Res- 
pess’ horses to St. Louis to race them. They are 
Beckham, RedcUff, First Attempt and several 
maidens. Respess left last night for Buffalo, where 
he goes to look after the shipping of his horses to 
Morris Park. It is possible that Respess will be at 
the fall meeting at Latonia.”
